Management Plan -- Challenges/Lessons Learned

SAC’s decision making role in the management plan
review process not clearly defined in the beginning - no
prior framework

SAC decided to not create management plan review
subcommittee(s)

Many of the decisions/recommendations the SAC were
asked to make were too complex\divisive for such a large
group of diverse backgrounds

SAC voting on items less helpful; split votes

Information overload: exceeded SACs time or ability to
read and absorb necessary information to make informed
decisions

Management Plan - Challenges /Lessons Learned

Significant division of “camps” on SAC over key

issues (i.e., boundary expansion)
SAC not speaking with one voice on key issues

Distrust in NOAA/CINMS -- suspect pre-determined
agenda

Process taking too long -- public and SAC
frustrated
